processed, refunds sent and bills 
mailed, Not so. The center 
hums with activity daily as es- 
timates are processed, late 
returns examined and the gen- 
eral order of the day is business 
as usual, 

At seasonal peaks the center 
is a beehive of activity. This is 
the. period beginning in January 
and extending beyond the April 
15 filing deadline, 

While actual dollars and cents 
do not physically pass through the 
center as such, there is plenty 
of money which finds its way in 
and out of the center to the tax- 
payers served by the Andover 
center, 

This year alone, beginning with 
the filing of the 1967 returns, there 
have been 9,100,000 persons or 
businesses in the area served, 


ven refunds totalling 

, 150,000,000 according to statis 
tics provided at the center, 

At the head of the organization 
is Norman E, Morrill, director 
and his assistant, Dean E, More- 
row, both Andover residents. 

Processing the returns are 127 
permanent employees from Ando- 
ver and another 50 so-called tem= 
porary employees, The latter are 
considered permanent as they are 
employed annually when the work 
load is sufficient, 

To the visitor at the center, 
it comes as possibly a sudden 
shock to realize that in this vast 
country of ours, the federal 
government reduces us all to a 
punch card and minute piece of 
film, 

All forms are transferred to 
punch cards, They are filmed and 
logged and a speedy check can be 
made almost instantaneously of a 


filed report through the simple 
supplying of a social security card, 

To the IRS you are a mechanized 
part of America, 

Even the envelope in which the 
return is sent, is_ slit auto- 
matically, If you owea little some- 
thing, you’re punched out, 
and payment due notice goes intoa 
machine which will stuff the in- 
formation, along with a return 
envelope into the familiar brown 
envelope. 

IRS is a new member of the 
Andover community, and like the 
town itself, intends to grow. 


An addition is planned for the 
near future which will provide 
accomodations for handling addi- 
tional forms and related documents 
filed annually by taxpayers. 


There were comments that IRS 
was not a taxpayer, in the com- 
munity,

Pollution Effecting Oyster Harvest 


Are there sound economic rea= 
sons for fighting pollution , .. 
or is pollution contro] mainly an 
aesthetic matter? 

Twenty-seven million pounds of 
oysters were -harvested in 1910 
‘in southern New England, but 
present yields are less than 
200,000 pounds, A major reason 
is deterioration of the environ= 
ment; pollution, 

Even the most hard=headed bus- 
inessman has to listen to figures 
like that, The oyster gourmet 
might wish to have his say, too 
- but it’s not just a matter of 
taste. 

These figures are quoted in the 
University of Rhode Island’s new 
publication, ‘‘Economic Impact of 
Marine-Oriented Activities - A 
Study of the Southern New England 
Marine Region,”’ 

The authors comment 
‘‘Stresses on the environment in 
the Boston and New York area 
have largely destroyed the natural 
ecology of the surroundings, Sim- 
ilarly, all along the southern New 
England coast there are ports and 
localized areas in a state of ser- 
ious ecological decline . . In al- 
most every estuary along the 
southern New England coast there 
are vast tracts so heavily pol- 
luted that they are condemned, by

public health regulations, for the 
harvest of shellfish.”’ 

In addition to pollution, another 
cause of the decline in oyster pro= 
duction is the difficulty of con- 
trotting bottomland on which young 
seed oysters are transplanted, 

This points to the need for firm 
legal rulings on use of the ocean 
floor, Studies are needed now, as 
modern technology is beginning to 
be able to exploit ocean resources, 
to determine the best state, 
national and international policies 
for use of the ocean, The ocean’s 
resources must be developed in a 
wise and orderly way, or valuable 
oceanic life will be destroyed... 
and at the same time legal con- 
flicts will prevent maximum use of 
modern technology, 

We can’t even use the techniques 
of 1910 without adequate legal pro= 
tection ,for our natural resources, 
much less the technology of 1970. 

The figures on decline of oyster 
production are not an isolated 
case, In many other fields, un- 
wise resource use is turning out 
to be economically unwise, 

Part of the problem-is one of 
long-term versus short-term ec= 
onomic wisdom, An _ individual 
company may make a killing today, 
but if - as inthe case ofthe oysters 
- an important natural resource 
is killed in the process, the long- 
term economic result may be dis= 
astrous, An entire industry -

Out-of-town visitors call there in search of information about some ancestor, but the 
cool spacious rooms in their setting of tree-shaded lawns offer a pleasant retreat on hot after- 
noons to nearby callers as well. Guests are at liberty to browse in the library among books and 
periodicals of local and antiquarian interest, or simply to enjoy the atmosphere of the 150-year- 
old house and its contents. A special feature this year is the new arrangement of the collec- 
tions in the barn, where farm and household impliments from early Andover families have been 
assembled through the years. Both house and barn are open to the public without charge, the 
house on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday afternoons from 2 to 4 P.M. and the barn on Wednes- 
days at the same hour.

What would you do if someone 
asked you to build a community 
exactly the size of the community 
you now live in with all of the 
services and supporting business, 
industry, and government - and to 
have it completed in forty years? 

Far fetched you say? Not from 
the standpoint of population, In 
40 years New England’s popula- 
tion will double, 

Finding room for twice as many 
people may not seem too chal- 
lenging until one realizes that it 
took New England 348 years to 
reach the 11 million mark, That’s 
348 years to build cities and indus- 
tries and to provide services = 
and all of this will virtually have 
to be duplicated to handle 22 mil- 
lion people shortly after the year

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Editorial Comment 


Exercise In Futility 


At the risk of engendering the public in a Republican 
community, we feel prone to describe the Republican 
National Convention as an exercise in futility so far as 
the spectator is concerned. 


Officials did their best to make it interesting and 
liven up the proceedings, but the captive national 
audience, had little to find rewarding. 

Last minute candidates, such as Ronald Reagan, failed 
to bring about any enthusiastic politicking of the old 
fashioned variety. 

The speakers were somewhat lackluster with the. 
exception of the velvet tones of Sen. Everett Dirkson. 

Some of the things that happened were interesting to a 
point, such as — 

Gov. Rockefeller’s inept accounting, feeling the pulse 
of delegates which would have allowed him to go into a 
second ballot, and possibly capture the nomination from 
Richard M. Nixon, who was confident of a first ballot 
victory. 

Gov. Volpe’s vice presidential bid which was noticed 
apparently only by the Boston press. 

The ability of TV newscasters to relate what a speaker 
had just finished saying, thus doubting the intelligence 
of the American public. Instant replays we can do without. 

The numerous candidates who said they would not ac- 
cept the vice presidential nomination, probably because 
they were well aware it wouldn’t be offered in the 
first place. 

The final choice of the party — will make for an interest- 
ing campaign. 

Richard M. Nixon, who has been referred to as a born 
loser, is astute in national and international issues. 

But, already the press has referred to his farewell blast 
of 1962 when he lost the California gubernatorial election. 

His nomination marked a remarkable political comeback . 

Campaigns are often won and lost on oratory. If Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey is nominated by the Demo- 
crats, Nixon will be debating with a person many feel is 
an outstanding speaker. Nixon himself believes his defeat 
in 1960 was prompted by the TV debates with John F. 
Kennedy. 

It would be wise to rest eyes and ears for the next few 
weeks, because after Labor Day, a hard-nosed campaign 
will be underway and in November, voters will be making 
one of the most important decisions of this century — the 
choosing of a new President. 

Focusing on the issues between now and November is 
a requirement for responsible Americans. 


The Safety Center 


It appears that a mandate has been given for the crea- 
tion of the new public safety center. 

While the final decision rests with the town manager, 
the majority of the selectmen have moved for the project 
to move forward, having the architect draw up final plans 
for the new building. 

The building committee feels that this is the next log- 
ical step, getting the plans into the final stage and then 
placing them out to bid. This will allow a final determin- 
ation as to whether the total project cost will be within 
the $513,000 available. 

The architect and building committee feel the center 
can be built for about $489,000. Some town officials feel 
otherwise. 

Town Manager Richard J.Bowen, who has the final say 
in the matter, according to the town manager charter, has 
some doubts about the total project cost. Although the 
selectmen moved Monday night to get the project moving, 
it is still up to Bowen to give the green light. He 
has some reservations. 

Probably the project should be advanced and put to 
bid. ° 

The town has waited for over three years for 
new public safety facilities. One plan has been rejected 
by the voters. A new plan is now ready. 

It would appear that with some exceptions, the 
proposed facility is acceptable to both the police and fire 
chiefs. Modifications can be made, the architect says, to 
meet the requests of the chiefs, 

The building committee has worked hard since its form- 

ation back in March. They have diligently screened archi- 


tects, examined buildings and now have come up with a 
plan. 


It would be advisable at this point to get the project 
moving ahead full tilt. Have the plans finalized and con- 
struction cost determined. 

The town has waited a long time for this project. If the 
cost estimates are in excess of the budget, then now is 
the time to find out. Hopefully contractors will be within 
the bounds established by the architect and building com- 


mittee. 


The big thing now is — let’s get moving and support 
the building committee’s thoughts.

To the Editor: 

The Town Meeting of August 
1, 1968 demonstrated very clearly 
that Andover has outgrown this 
form of government, If a mid- 
summer meeting could draw such 
an overwhelming response, we can 
anticipate similar turnouts at 
future town meetings, At the rate 
of the town’s growth, the situa- 
tion will become increasingly dif- 
ficult. 

From a practical point of view 
we should scrap town meetings, As 
the legislative and policy-making 
body we should have a 20 man 
council, 10 to be elected on a 
district basis, ten at large, This 
will prevent issues from being de- 
cided on a community basis and 
enable the general good of the town 
to prevail but not without giving 
full consideration to community 
views. The Town Manager would 
be executive director of all Town 
operations and departments, other 
than the school department, A 
twenty man body is largeenoughto 
be able to thoroughly investigate 
in advance all matters to be adopted 
as town law, No individual, with a 
personal business such as realtor, 
building contractor, lawyer, ac- 
countant, vendor would be able to 
possibly use his position as coun- 
cillor for his private benefit with- 
out it soon being brought to light. 

When highly controversial 
matters are under consideration, 
the council can act in a variety of 
ways to assure that it obtains all 
the relevant facts and views, It 
can establish research com- 
mittees, engage technical con- 
sultants, hold hearings and talk 
to people throughout the town prior 
to its own deliberation and legis- 
lative action, The council can ob- 
tain reports from the Town 
Manager, 

It should provide the guidelines 
for the efforts of the zoning and 
planning boards and fully evaluate 
the proposals of those bodies prior 
to putting them into law, It should 
establish the towm finance com- 
mittee from its own best quali- 
fied members, replacing the sep- 
arate committee that now exists, 
The council should be responsible 
for developing the short and long 


range financial plan of the town on 
a fiscally responsible basis that 
assures us of excellent services 
efficiently performed, For this 
purpose, it should be responsible 
for establishing a sound account- 
ing system to be used by town 
operations and by the School 
Department and for arranging ade- 
quate audits that guarantee the 
efficient use of town funds and 
resources for proper purposes, 

We should not delay planning for 
the reorganization, If a five or 
eight mancommittee is established 
now, its proposal would probably 
not be ready for town approval 
sooner than the fall of 1969.

Eight years ago I came with my 
family to Andover, and I willnever 
forget the experience of the town 
meetings. Time after time, and 
meeting after meeting, the towns- 
people voted to support the home= 
owner whose land was threatened 
by undesirable changes, But Ando= 
ver has grown, and the town has 
had to change, The last meeting 
was a turning point in the develop- 
ment of our town, as the large 
number of citizens at the meeting 
were well aware, The voting was 
decisive, Andover has become too 
large to inconvenience itself for the 
sake of a few homeowners, By an 
overwhelming vote, Andover has 
set itself on a new course, and we 
can only look back with sadness

future economy, Suffolk and Nassau 
Counties began to search for

Oil Or Fish - A Human Dilemma 


Time may change the ancient 
proverb about killing the goose that 
laid the golden eggs intoa 
warning about geese that lay 
edible eggs, 

Recent discussions of plans by 
both the United States and Russia 
to exploit possible oil pockets on 
Georges Bank brings the subject 
to mind, 

Fourteen nations fishon Georges 
Bank, a huge underwater shoal that 
lies 85 to 150 miles off the New 
England coast, The annual fish 
catch there by allnations averages 
roughly two billion pounds, In a 
world in which social scientists 
assure us that three-quarters of 
the human population goes to bed 
hungry every night tampering with 
a resource that has produced 
abundant protein through four cen= 
turies seems foolhardy, 

The mention of oil puts a gleam 
in the human eye, Thegleam, how- 
ever, glistens only in a well-fed 
eye, It reminds one of the comment 
that when the western hemisphere 
was discovered the Spanish seized 
all the gold - which was quickly 
spent - and the British and their 
American successors got nothing 
except timber, furs and fishes, 
which through four centuries has 
produced the richest treasure the 
world ever has known, 

The average person’s reaction 
to proposals involving both oil and 
fish is, Why not? It’s a big ocean 
with plenty of room, But, the ex= 
ploitation of oil and fisheries is 
not as simple as that, Present 
methods restrict offshore oil 
mining to water not exceeding 300- 
foot depth - which means that off- 
shore wells must be where the fish 
are, The edible fish of the ocean 
do not occur just anywhere in 
salt water, They concentrate in the 
relative shallows of 300 feet or 
less, 

The mechanics of operating a 
huge trawl on a long line in 300, 
feet of water is complicated, If 
the fisherman intends winching 
in anything other than an empty 
net, he cannot back nor even turn 
aside, He must trawl] in a straight 
line, With sometimes as many as 
500 vessels dragging Georges

Bank, fishermen today must keep 
an eye on the radarscope and time 
their forward progress in order 
to dodge other boats, A sprinkling 
of oil well platforms over the 
bank - plus many underwater plugs 
as tall as telephone poles which 
mark drilled wells not yet ready 
for exploitation - would make many 
square miles of bank unavailable 
to trawlers. 

Enough oil wells on the bank, 
and there surely will be enough 
if everyone gets into the act, would 
seriously interfere with a fish 
harvest that accounts for 40 per 
cent of the United States fish 
landings and 12 per cent of the 
world’s supply. 

The conservationist’s concernin 
this tangle of trawl cables and oil 
playforms centers uponthe renew- 
able resource: fish, Oil is among

Both the courts and law en= 
forcement agencies have sought to 
streamline their administrative 
procedures. One significant ad- 
vancement is The New England 
State Police Administrators’ Con= 
ference (NESPAC) which wasor= 
ganized in 1960 through The New 
England Council’s Interstate Re=- 
lations program, 

In just eight years NESPAC, 
which is composed of the top 
state police officers from each 
state in New England, has attract- 
ed international attention because 
of its innovative and pioneering 
programs, 

One such program is the New 
England Police Compact, It was 
envisioned that each New Eng=- 
land state would join this compact 
for the purpose of: (1) coopera+ 
tion and assistance in combating 
organized crime, (2) establishing 
and maintaining a central intel- 
ligence bureau for the dissemin= 
ation of information on the region’s 
known criminals, and (3) providing 
mutual aid in case of such emer= 
gencies as the Hampton Beach riots 
of a few years ago and also 
current civil disorders, To date 
this Compact has been adopted by 
legislative vote in the states of 
Rhode Island, Maine, Connecti= 
cut, Massachusetts, and Vermont, 
It is under consideration in New 
Hampshire, 

NESPAC also instituted a first- 
in-the-Nation State Police Staff and 
Command College at the Rhode 
Island State Police Barracks in 
Foster, This school, which was 
established with the help of a 
grant from the U.S, Office of Law 


Enforcement Assistance, has al- 
ready trained a number of State 
Police officers from each of the 
six New England states, The facil- 
ities are currently being used to 
hold a series of one-week civil 
disturbance seminars for New 
England state police and Nation= 
al Guard officers and for as many 
city police and fire officials as 
can be accommodated, 

The New England State Police 
administrators’ Conference is 
currently in the process of plan- 
ning a regional criminal intel- 
ligence info rmationsystemde= 
signed to aid in reducing organ- 
ized criminal activites through 
improved regional surveillance, 
detection, and apprehension, Such 
a system will ultimately be avail- 
able to local as well as state law
